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THE Israeli telephone has never been 
something to write home aboul. 
That this may soon change, howev- 
er, was made clear last month when 
Minister of Communications 
Amnon Rubinstein announced that 
Belgian subsidiary of IT&T would 
be contracted to engineer Israel's 
transition from analogue to digital 
telephone switching. What is less 
clear is whether this bodes well for 
the nation’s often inept telecom- 
munications infrastructure and for 
its long-suffering phone subscribers. 

There is much wrong with the 
phone system here that ἃ mere tech- 
nological revolution may be hard- 
put to correct. Former ministry tech- 
nicians maintain that the system has 
been on the verge of collapse for 
yeurs, But Zvi Amid, director of 
Bezek, Esrael's new public telecom- 
munications company, denies this: 
“Our phone system is neither back- 
ward nor underdeveloped," he says, 
“It's technologically updated as it is 
and has a built-in ability to becume 
tn advanced system in a relatively 
short time."

ZIPORI HIMSELF issued public 
statements at the time, accusing 
Eisenberg of having brought undue 
pressure to hear on him, τ kind of 
lobbying, he declared, which was 
“inordinately ugly.” And with what 
must have been no small degrec of 
satisfaction, he settled upon an 
IT&T subsidiary, Belgium Technol- 
ogy Manufacturers (BTM), repre- 
sented by Tel Aviv businessman 
Michael Kauffman, as the company 
Israel would employ. Fortunately, 
BTM was distinguished by a technol- 
ogy acknowledged to be several 
magnitudes beyond the South Afri- 
can, Indeed, BTM had failed to gain 
Isracli approval for its bid the first 
time around because its product was 
untested. 

But because of the previous up- 
roar, Zipori was forced to secure 

vernment approval of his final 
Sccision and a committee was 
charged with examining the BTM 
proposal, However, before the com- 
mittee could scrutinize the offer, the 
Likud government was dissolved 
and the final decision was again 
shelved.

This time the lobbying reportedly 
involved meetings with Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres, Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and Communications 
Minister Rubinstein, This resulted in 
a decision again to shelve the signing 
of the contract temporarily.

Rubinstein said he preferred not 
to comment on whether Eisenberg 
had asked other individuals to apply 
pressure on him to change the deci- 
sion.

He could control neither his irrita- 
tion nor his temper with paid offi- 
cials who were nol doing their jobs, 
who used their government jeeps to 
drive women off into the desert and 


- lo remote beaches, instead of doing 


their jobs. 

Of course, not all the officials 
were like that; but in the very special 
atmosphere around Sharm, the 
irresponsible ones tended to stick 
out more than they would have else- 
where. : 

For about eight years Rosenstein's 


τ life continued with a beat of its own, 


alternating between carefree days 
out at sea, diving and talking with 
interesting people from the, four cor- 
ners of the globe, and sleepless 
nights spent arguing and worrying 
about money.

And even when, after 16 months 
of haggling, the peace treaty was 
finally signed, it remained unreal for 
Rosenstein and the others in Sharm. 
The two years they were given to 
pack upseemed like a long time. The 
year after the signing of the peace 
treaty was, financially, one of Red 
Sea Divers' best periods. 

Butas the reality of withdrawal set 
in, so did confusion about options 
for the future. No matter what the 
government paid out in compensa- 
tion, it would be impossible to re- 
place Sharm and the kind of life it 
offered. Unlike the residents of 
Yamit, who owned their houses, the 
Isruelis at Sharm were allowed only 
to rent from the development au- 
thority. They were therefore not 
entitled to direct compensation for 
the homes they were to give up, and 
the monies made available could 
hardly buy equivatent accommoda- 
tion in one of the towns up north. 

The story of compensation for the 
Sinai settlers comprises some of the 
most inefficent, irrational and unjust 
bureaucratic decisions ever made by 
Israel's civil service. Promises were 
often broken; sums awarded tended 
to reflect personal or collective poli- 
tical clout rather than careful study. 

Some people did extraordinarily 
well; others came out with just 


-enough to start again elsewhere.” 


-AFEW tried to cling {o the region by 


sooving to similar environments, like 
the new setilers :who nioved, into 


Pithat Shalom, jus( across the inter- ᾿ 


national border from the sandy 
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north-western region of Sinai they 
had just left. 

Unfortunately, they chose to go 
and make a new desert bloom at ἃ 
time when Israeli agriculture ran 
into serious economic difficulties; 
when the government in power con- 
centrated almost exclusively on set- 
tling Judea and Samaria. . 

Rosenstein had the added misfor- 
tune of not being able to deal with his 
yeurs in Sinai ss a closed chapter. He 
felt he had invested too much of 
himself in something that meant too 
much to him: he couldn't just give 
up and go away. And why should he? 
He had been evicted as a result of 
peate, not war. Wh should an Israeli 
not still be able to run ἃ business 
down in Sharm if there was peace: 
He was prepared to consider co- 
ownership or some form of 
joint management with the Egyp- 
tians, Could not Red Sea Divers 
become a model of cooperation that 
demonstrated what peace was all 
about? 


ACCORDINGLY, well before the 
pull-back, Rosenstein started work- 
ing. He directed all his energies not 
into trying to extract the best com- 
pensation agreement possible, bul 
into trying to set up a.new formal 
that would not only symbolize 
peace, but also provide living testi- 
mony of the meaning of peace. 

He elbowed his way into the

Egyptian businessmen who could 
see the economic benefits of keeping 
Sharm open to the 40.000 Israeli 
divers who visiled the area each 
year. Rosenstein also proved to be a 
key factor in writing the tourism 
clauses into the appendices of the 
peace treaty, specifying that the Red 
Seu coast would be open to Israelis. 
Or sv hie thought. 

fle used his contacts to reach 
Sudut’s son, a keen diver, and to get 
the Rus Mohammed nrea declired a 
nature preserve, which would pro- 
teet it from those who used dynamite 
for fishing and were destroying reef 
tables millions of years ald. He used 
his guad relations with diplamats 
and journalists to get to see the 
peaple he needed to sve. und at the 
same time tried to find partners for 
his future joint venture. 

But there wits to be ne joint ven- 
ture. The Egyptians were deter- 
mined to resture sovereignty to all of 
Sinai. and that meant total Egyptian 
management of all tourism projects 
and everything else. 

Rosenstein and his purthers sold 
Red Sea Divers lock, stock and bar- 
rel to the Egyptisus - everything, 
including the boats, the diving 
equipment and the jetty, Even the 
sign on the side of the white, squat 
building was left behind. 

He bought a house at Hofit und 
moved his wife and family into it. 1f 
he could not actually opere on the 
shure of the Red Sea, he could at 
least sail a diving boat from the new 
marina in Eilat. 

Always the optimist, Rosenstein 
began to develop a new argument. 
Eilat, he told the officials he was now 
cornering, stood on three economic 
pillars: the port, which was al a 
standstill; the copper mines at Tim- 
na, which were on the verge of 
collapse; and tourism. 

Since Eilat had very little to offer 
by itself, its own shore being small 
and crowded with port and naval 
facilities, it would only become a 
major tourist centre if it served as a 
gateway to the Red Sea and Sinai. 
The peace agreements, he said, 
made such a possibility very real.

through a year liter, wasin unlinked 
shekels, giving Rosenstein fess than 
hulf of what he had originally in- 
vested, 

Today Rosenstein is the owner of 
a house he is unable to complete, 
running a diving enterprise in the 
Red Sea whose success does not 
depend on the standard of service he 
can uffer, but on the goodwill of 
individual Egyptian officers who 
come to (uke over the various re- 
gional commands of the Sinai Red 
Sea coast and who differ in their 
interpretation of Rosenstein’s right 
to dive off the Sinai coast.

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THIS TUESDAY the Israel 
Museum presents a remarkable 
document: 65 extraordinarily poetic 
and touching photographs of largely 
poverty stricken East European 
Orthodox Jews, made between 
1935-39 by Dr. Roman Vishniac, 
during a number of very courageous 
trips through Poland, Czechoslova- 
kia und Austria. 

Vishniae did not furn to photo- 
graphing the non-orthodox or the 
Jewish middle class; he set out to 
document what had happened to the 
Jewish masses beggared by the Pol- 
ish government's economic boycott 
of the Jews, when, overnight, clerks, 
shopkeepers and peddiers were im- 
poverished and tumed aut of their 
homes; and to the Jews of Polish 
origin driven out of Germany hy the 
Nazis in 1938, 

Most of Vishniac’s 16,000 photo- 
graphs were confiscated; negatives 
survived, concealed by his father, 
who went into hiding in France. 
Many of them were published in 
Vishniac’s remarkable book “A 
Vanished World." from which this 
‘show takes its name (and reviewed in 
The Poston May 2, 1984); but half of 
the photos in this show did not 
appear in the book. 

Roman Vishniac, who holds de- 
grees in medicine, biology. zaglogy 
and oriental art, was born near St. 
Petersburg in 1897 and served In an 
agitprop unit of the Red Amy be- 
fore escaping with his well-to-do 
par 
many, he had no ddubts about what 
Nazism held in store for European 
Jewry. He felt that the Orthudox

He eventually became 
Professor of Biology at New York's 
City College and at the school of 
medicine of Yeshiva University and 
is renowned for his scientific photo- 
graphs - and films -- of micro- 
organisms. One of his CINE Award- 
winning films was screened here dur- 
ing one of his many visits to this 
country. He has in the past pre- 
sented ἃ set of his films to the 
Musuem of Science at Ramat Aviv. 
Now 87, he is here for the opening of 
his showat the Israel Museum. _ 

Many years passed before Vish- 
niac was reunited with his father and 
his negatives; and he seems to have 
had some understundable difficulty 
in remembering where all of them 
were tikon. An anonymous critic 
took him to task in these columns 
last May, but the few known discre- 
pancies ond revisions seem to have 
arisen only because of Vishninc's 
own desjre to get everything right.

T've beer through a thousand gun- 
fights inas many movie theatres, not 
to speak of my own living room. I've 
tapped my ἴσου! tu a thousand 
country-and-western ballads. Once [ 
even appeared is an extra in a 
spaghetti western being filmed in 
Ronic (I was a Mexican bandit). 

Of course, my actual physical pre- 
sence west of the Mississippi has 
been minimal, so 1 had no trouble 
letting reality interfere with illusion 
when | walked into the Stagecoach 
Restaurant at 217 Rehov Hayarkon 
in Tel Aviv, just opposite the Hilton, 
I felt right at home with the wood 
and brass fixtures and the loud- 
speaker, wailing a country ballad. 

I would have moseyed up to the 
bar, but there didn’t seem to be one, 
sa my companion and I found a 
booth instead, not too near the 
loudspenkers. 1 took a long drink 
from iny medium (half-litre) beer, 
while the lady sipped εἰ glass of dry 
ted wine. 


THE MEAL itself 1 opened with a 


Stagecoach salad, one uf the rather 
fimited number of first courses avail- 
able. Later, when we saw the size of 
the muin courses, we understuod 
why few people at that establishment 
need any hors d'ocuvre. 

The sulad consisted of a generous 
portion of shredded lettuce and 
chopped vegetables, covered with a 
thick layer of that mixture of mayon- 


-naise and ketchup known to Amer- 


icans as “Russian dressing,” 

Buried in it were little bits of 
smoked meat and covering it a thick 
layer of shredded yellow cheese. 

It was not exactly a dish I would 
have made for myself, being not at 
all partial to that type of gooey salad 
dressing. And 1 would have prefer- 
red a sharper cheese. But fur the 
genre, it was everything one could 
ask for, and more. 

My companion tried the 
Stagecoach soup, a bean stock with 
noodles, pieces of siusige ard ves- 
liges of various vegetables. Despite 
its appearance, which gave the in- 
pression that it contained everything 
but the kitchen sink, it was quite 
good and certainly very sutisfying on 


few devrees lower still in tempera 
ture - a real pity in view of the fact 
that they had evideatly been fresbky 
giide and properly vooked, aller 
tow long before they wete served. 

‘The hamburger was excellent and 
piping her, well grilled on the out- 
side amd media rare. ay we had 
requested, oan the inside Tt was 
served ona ia more Esraeli than 
American, witha crisp, chewy crust, 
fo my mind far better than the U.S. 
original. 


BUT THE GREAT surprise of the 
meal were the onion rings which we 
ordered with the hamburger. These 
were hot, freshly made and absolute- 
ly delicious. [ have so often bid 
onion-flavoured bits of frozen card- 
board, not only at this cnd of the 
Mediterranenn, but also in America, 
their spiritual home, that { had for- 
gotton just how delicious the home- 
made product can be. 

We were both rather relieved that 
the only item for dessert was that 
ald, boring standard, Bavarian 
. Had the American theme 
ted to the last course, with 
peein or pumpkin pic, brownies ἃ da 
dmade oy apple pan dowdy, 1 would 
have felt called upon to try them, 
stuffcal as twas. 

Under the circumstances, we very 
virtually skipped dessert and 
ended our meal with wo cups of 
filter coffee.

SOMEWHAT irritated by the title, 
Fiddler’s Moll, Life with Yehudi by 
Diana Menuhin; London, Weiden- 
feld & Nicolson: 237 pp. £10.94), I 
looked up “mol!” in my dictionaries.

OCCASIONALLY there is a refer- 
ence book that should be in every 
bridge player's library. This is such a 
book (Modern Bridge Conventions 
by William 5. Root and Richard 
Pavlicek , Crown Publishers, Inc. 244 
pp. Hardcover, $15.95). 

Bridge has become revolutionized 
by the creation of many, too many 
conventions, The authors advise the 
reader to use only those conventions 
(1) which are effective; (2) when 
you can readily dispense with the 
natural call taken away by the con- 
vention; and (3) when the conven- 
tion is simple enough to remember. 

I remember the time [ played 
against a couple who were using a 
convention already out of date be- 
fore it was invented. It seemed to me 
that they just did not know the 
ramifications of the particular con- 
vention. The man at my right opened 
with a forcing two diamond bid. Our 
Opponents were vulnerable while we 
were not vulnerable. I held, in 
spades, the ace, queen, jack and two 
small. I decided to have some fun 
and bid three spades. The Indy at my 
left squirmed, squirmed and passed. 
My purtner who was fully alert 
bid four spades. My right hand oppo- 
nent had some bridge sense and bid 
four no-trump. His partner con- 
tinued to squirm and with obvious 
reluctance passed. My partner 
meekly passed. The only trick we 
made was the spade ace.

Ernst-Ludwig Kirchner (1880- 
1938) ‘manifests formal dissonance 
and intense nervous tension in his 
prints. The ones seen here are not his 
best. “The Muellers” (1914) are 
floating around a table not unlike 
Chagall’s figures. The light in “The 
Reapers going to the Hills" (1918) is 
jagged as lightning, while in -“Slim 
Girl Before Open Door” (1917) it is 
fixed and constrained. Kirchner had 
several nervous breakdowns while in 
the army during the war, and later 
lived in Switzerland. When, in 1938, 
the Nazis ferociously denounced Ex- 
pressionist art and threw it out of 
German museums, Kirchner com- 
mitted suicide. 

Max Pechsteln (1881-1955) 
popularized the style of his more 
uncompromising friends. His 
“Female Nudes. in Conversation 
(1920) seem pleasant and rather 
angular mannequins; while Helnrich 
Campendonk's nudes (1918) are 
roundish, posed in a decorative 
never-never land inhabited by cows 
and horses. Otto Mueller (1874- 
1930) made harmonical and idyllicat 
prints; his slender, elongated nudes 
in landscape offer the lightest fare mm 
the exhibition.

MIRON SIMA (b. Russia, 1902), 
here since 1933 and the doyen of 
Jerusalem artists, is noted here 
chiefly for his colour woodcuts and 
book illustrations; and for drawings 
made at the Eichmann trial. Thanks 
to the generosity of a Jerusalem 
gallery, we are being offered a look 
at a number of powerful not-for-sale 

aintings made by Sima in Germany 

‘tween 1929 and 1933, when he was 
8 student at the Dresden Academy 
(he was the last Jew to win an art 
Prize in that city and left for’Pales- 
tine as soon as he graduated). 

The oils on show are mature and 
confident and in several different 
Styles. Particularly arresting is a 
painting of two streetwalkers in the 
best German Expressionist tradi- 
tion, (1929); a less realist expression- 
ist approach is revealed in two ver- 
Sions of a mass killing, “Shots In a 
Closed Room” (1933). Another eri- 
gage painting from the same year is 
the more graphic “Buriat of a Mur- 
dered Worker,” an oil which pre- 
Sages the style of Sima’s colour 
woodcuts made over two decades 

ter, 

In between, Sima mixed Seces- 
Sionist realism with formalised 
Bauhaus backgrounds, as can be 
seen in his painting of a mother and 
child in a street (1931), a work which 
Contains many highly skilled pas- 
Sages. The same year, in the same 
mood, he painted a surly young 
unemployed labourer with powerful 
~and powerfully drawn — hands. More 
Sentimental are paintings of children 
in a Dresden street and an infantina 
feeding chair, the latter from 1929, 
the chair being particularly convinc- 
ing as though seen under artificial 
fight. A reproduction of his “File 

tinder” from the same period 
Shows this lost work to have been the 
“Most effective composition of the 
group. Finally, a well-painted self- 
Portrait shows us how little the artist 
himself has changed, despite the 
Passage of half a century. 

This is a show of historical signifi- 
cance that goes beyond Sima’s own 


, Story, for it gives us a look at the art 


the time and place. Sima was 
lucky to have got these paintings out; 
and we are lucky that this gallery has 
Now given us a chance to see them.

Each artist's 
level of achievement is not only 
uneven, but the exhibit as a whole is 
an environmental disaster, ham- 
pered by poor framing and crowded 
hanging, with all the larger oils tip- 
ped forward at an extreme angle. It 
is perhaps a compliment to the parti- 
cipants that all of them are repre- 
sented with good paintings that sur- 
vive this thoroughly unprofessional 
presentation. 


Vera Gutkina (b. Moscow, 1953), 
here since 1982, shows her familiar 
painterly low-key post-impressionist 
works (all the Russians tend to the 
bass rather than the treble) the best 
of which, this time, are some of the 
portraits, notably the painting of her 
father, in which the palette is lighter 
and less muddy; the face is a marvel- 
lous play of colourful brush strokes 
that do not imitate anatomy 
but which nevertheless add up to ἃ 
likeness. This fine work is sand- 
wiched between two windows and, 
against the light, is barely discerni- 
ble. Gutkina is a painter's painter; 
but her canvases need heavier 
frames of the right colour. 


Anatoly Basin (b. Leningrad, 
1936) and here since 1979, shows a 
number of his equally familiar pairs 
of nudes drawn in black into dark 
red-brown backgrounds; but there is

ANTON BIDERMAN continues to 
raid other people’s paintings but no 
matter: he remains one of the most 
vibrantly effective colourists at work 
here; and couples this quality with a 
gift for compositional drama of 
almost billboard force.

Catalogues are best

SOME OF the best and most in- 
formative art books published these 
days are exhibition catulugues, not- 
ably those produced by museums in 
the United States. The paperback 
versions are rarely over $25, even 
those in full colour, A case in point is 
Content - A Contemporary Focus, 
1974-1984 published by the Smithso- 
nian Enstitution this summer, murk- 
ing a documentary exhibition noting 
what had happened around the 
world in the last decade and marking 
the 10th anniversary of the Hlirsh- 
horn Muscum in Washington, 
which mounted the show. The mus- 
sive exhibition was the nearest thing 
to the Kassel Dacumenta ever seen 
in the United States and contains 
thonphiful essays by Howard N. Fox 
and Miranda MeClintic, aswell 
historical chronology by Phyllis 
enaweig, give the tyro an instant 
iew of interoutivnal post- 
modernism. ‘The 144-page catalogue 
is well printed with many good col- 
our reproductions of works by seme 
200 urtists, chiefly from America. 
West Europe and Britain, Details 
about the artists are minimal and 
there arc no comments on their wark 
outside the introductory essays, but 
a quote from each artist is included. 
There are no Istaclis represented, 
not even in the video and film list- 
ings; but there are a pair of yordine 
who work in tandem: Russian-born 
Komar and Melamid, now resident 
in the U.S. and represented with a 
delightful send up of socialist- 
realism and the Soviet system, show- 
ing the muse of ant introducing the 
muse of history to Josef Stalin. The 
show also includes photography and 
the last gasps of conceptual art, 
which it is supposed to have re- 
placed. The curators attempt to 
show thal progressive minimalism 
tesulted in the removal of art itself 
(not quite true for Malevich and then 
Ad Reinhardt had reduced matters 
to a paint surface long, long ago); 
hence the rise of conceptualism, now 


replaced by an art that is more, 


humanist in that it is more outgoing, 
less internalised (but often also bor- 
ing or merely vulgar). Phrases like 
os he will to meaning” and “referen- 
tial content’ abound, Content really 
celebrates the return of content — 
such as it is— to painting. 

Another excellent catalogue-cum- 
book is Fairflcld Porter (1907-75) 
subtitled a ‘Realist Painter in the 
Age of Abstraction" and published 
by the Museum of Fine Arts, Bos- 
ton; the memorial retrospective was 
last scen at the Whitney Museum in 
New York this summer. It contains, 
in addition to many fine colour re- 
productions, essays by John 
Ashbery, Kenworth Moffet and 
notes by five other distinguished 
contributors. In contrast to the por- 


tentivusness of mach of the Content 
show, Porter had a burror of “art as 
sociology,” of the artist who “treats 
artas though it were the raw material 
for a factory that produces a com- 
modity called understanding.” Por- 
ter's work was a quict, unpretentious 
celebration of the goad lite of middle 
America around him: sunlight on 
boats in the bay, on the dog in the 
grass, on the utensils on the table .on 
the flowers in the window, on the 
trees in the garden. He was rather 
less successful with people, untess 
they merged Vuillard-like into one 
of his interiors, Porter loved Vuil- 
tard, Manet, and Velazquez andifhe 
did nut rise above them, he ovca- 
sionally neared them for sheer 
breadth. He was above alla splendid 
colourist and the best of his work isa 
delight.

‘TATRAMA, the new Tel Aviv gul- 
lery (the name means ‘'sub- 
standard"), has given birth toa new 
publicution: Tatrama — Isracl*s Art 
Magazine, which is distinguished 
chiefly by its huge size: it is bigger 
even than Flash Art; and very well 
printed on high qualily paper. It is 
dominated for the most part by huge 
full or half-page photographs, sever- 
al Hebrew comic strips und a number 
of visual jokes, mostly centring on 
bodily functions. Apatt from a 
photograph of a young gentleman 
with a splendidly prominent erec- 
tion, the magazine also contains a 
phote of the contents of a toilet baw! 
surmounted with half a dozen tear- 
off toilet seat covers (“hygienic 
art"). In case all this sounds a bit 
infantile, fet me hasten to add that 
the photography is of a very high 
order (which is more than one can 
say for much of the written mate- 
rial), notably the terrifying back cov- 
er by Alex Levac, showing what 
might be a native holding a monkey 
over a fire. A number of works refer 
to the Holocaust. The cover is made 
up of a simple and effective cartoon- 
like line drawing (by Kadishman) of 
a face and a finger denoting the 
traditional Arab expression of scep- 
ticism or disbelief: b'ainé (literally, 
“my eye"). A bargain at 1,500 
shekels.

Under this law, proceedings can, 
and often do, drag on indefinitely, as 
niatters of property division and 
child custody become bargaining 
chips to gain the consent of the 
recalcitrant party. 

As αὶ ταὶς, where there is prat- 
racted divorce litigation there is 
Hlackimail. “Men and women are 
beth victims,” says Mandelbaum. 
Moshe Koenig of the Men's Associa- 
tion for Fair Divorce, tells of one 
wife who will only accept a divorce if 
four conditions are met: she is to 
receive payment of $10,000, full 
ownership of the apartment, sole 
custody of the children and the re- 
turn of her virginity. 

Men can also use the divorce pro- 
cess to their advantage. Koenig is 
often asked how much he “got out of 
his wife" for granting the divorce. 

“The party that is willing to hold 
out the longest wins,'' says Dr. 
Ya‘ucoy Fogelman, a voluntéer 
attorney for Mitzva. 


OTHER FACTORS contribute to 
lengthy delays in divorce hearings, [ἢ 
either party mukes a request for 
sh'tom bayit (peace in the home, or 
a reconciliation period). the motion 
for divorce is tabled for three 
months.

“If every man who's decided he's 
tired of his wife and would prefer a 
younger woman could go to court 
and arbitrarily end his marriage, the 
damage to Jewish families would be 
dovastating.” * 

The notion that rabbinical courts 
used [0 beat or imprison men who 
didn't divorce their wives is widely 
misunderstood, he said. Only under 
extreme circumstances, i.e., if the 
husband refuses to support his wife, 
would he be coerced. Under normal 
circumstances a get given under 
coercion is invalid and subsequent 
children would be considered mam- 
zerim (halachically illegitimate). 

He also denied that couples are 
sent home for sh'lom bayit without 
guidance. “We make referrals to 
trained marriage counsellors and 
psychologists to help them improve 
their relationship,” he said. 

“We don’t want to become di- 
vorce mills, granting gittin automati- 
cally. We are concerned for each 


couple that comes before the court ὦ 


and don’t want to terminate any 
Marriage unless we're certain that it 
canout be saved.” A 


BUT rabbinical courts are not the 
only arenas for separating couples.

drag on. Mitzva attorney Fogelman, 
who has experience in monetary dis- 
putes before the civil courts, finds 
them eager to have the parties arrive 
at an agreement themselves, and 
reluctant to impose decisions. 

Another complaint comes from 
Koenig: “Civil courts destroy mar- 
tiages that could survive,"’ he 
charges. “They do not try to encour- 
age sh'lomi bayit.” 

Tel Aviv attorney Y’a’acov Hezro- 
Ni agrees that civil courts make no 
effort to help couples become recon- 
ciled, but adds that this is not their 
function. “‘They are there to adjudi- 
cate matters of property division and 
oe payments and that's 
all.” ᾿ 

As arule women tend to feel they 
will be treated more fairly by the civil 
courts; men prefer the rabbinical 
courts. Koenig complains of the 
“war of jurisdiction,” that occurs in 
selecting the court in which the case 
will be heard. If the husband should 
turn first to a rabbinical court to file 
for divorce the case is tried there; if 
the woman turns first toa civil court, 
that is where it will be heard, 

“Ultimately it is up to the woman 
to decide where the issues of support 
payments are decided,” explains 
Hezroni. ae - 


FOR THE other primary cause of 
drawn-out divorce litigation, Man- 
delbaum has few kind words. 

’ “Lawyers are an innovation of the 
Diaspora," she says, “and have no 
place ina divorce. The husband and 
wife who have enougli hostility to 
begin with are encouraged to destroy 
cach other in court, leaving the chil- 
dren emotional orphans. ee 

“People pay thousands of dollars 
to lawyers who, because of conflict 


of interests, keep them from'getting . 
the diyorce. And then they blame .

The Association of Men for Fair 
Divorce was formed three years ag0 
because, says Koenig, “the law is 
very inhumane and unconcerned 
with the man’s wellbeing. 

He describes the following scenar- 
io as typical: The wife stages a scene 
in front of the neighbours, making 
the husband seem violent, then goes 
to court and has him locked out of 
the house. She then files for an 
allowance (snzonot l'isha) and child- 
Support payments (zonot I'yela- 
dim), Since, as a rule, she only 
receives an allowance as long as she 
remains married, she refuses lo 
accept the divorce. With the law

time is on her side. 

Meanwhile the husband must pay 
for his own housing, in addition to 
these support payments, which 
Koenig maintains are determined 
arbitrarily. A man earning 1S200,000 
a month may be ordered to pay 8S 
much aos IS150,000 a month, he 
says.““And it doesn’t matter if the 
man will have nothing to live on of 
no chance to marry again. 

Under the circumstances. the hus- 
band is eager to expedite the divorce

On avisit to Ramle prison toseea 
tian who had written the association 
for help, Koenig found the waiting 
room filled with people who'd come 
to visit men imprisoned for failure to 
make support payments. 


ANOTHER matter of concern τῷ 
the association is the question 
child custody. In the .civil courls 


τ women almost always win custody of. 
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the children; the same is true in the 


rabbinical courts, except in the case 
of sons over the uge of six. Then, 
since it is the father's responsibility 
tu teach his son, the futher stands a 
better chunce of winning custody. 
But, as the court official explained, 
“not ull fathers are equipped to 
teach their sons." 

Visiting rights typically mean 
seeing the children twice a week for 
two hours, and every third Shabbat 
(including Friday). But women can 
violate this agreement without fear 
of retribution from the courts or the 
police, complains Koenig. 

He recalls the case of a father who 
was denied his visiting rights for six 
months, und the first words he heard 
from his four-year-old son were: 
“Mommy said you were dead." 

Another father, who happened to 
Meet his children in the Oldi City, was 
asked if the two blonde tourists pass- 
ing by were the girlfriends their 
mother spoke of. 

The chances of men obtaining cus- 
tody are so slim that lawyers have 
been known to advise their clients to 
kidnup their children.

Yet another option available only 
to men is the heter nisuin d'mea 
rabbanim -- a proclamation issued 
under extreme circumstances which 
legally frees the husband to marry 
without the consent of his wife. 

Tn Israel the Heter nisuin is issued 
by the High Court of Appeal in 
Jerusalem only after the local district 
rabbinical court has rendered a final 
decision. 


LAST MONTH | was invited to join 
Hayun, who has tried unsuccessfully 
for seven years to divorce his wife 
Zipora, when he turned to the High 
Court for this “‘last-chance” appeal. 

The issue in Hayun's case is his 
apartment, which he bought and 
paid for before the wedding. Its 
estimated value is $25,000, 

He is willing to comply with the 
Common Property Law of January 
1, 1974 which makes husband and 
wife equal partners in all their be- 
longings. In fact, at one time he 
offered to give her 75 per cent of the 
value of the apartment and the right 
to live there as long as she wanted.

Mandelbaum, a religous wonvan, 
claims that the delays mi rabbinical 
courts are turning people away from 
halachic divorces and creating turth- 
ec problems of manizertt, 

he offers several propels to 
improve the situation. 

To begin with, she wants to see full 
disclosure of the rights of cach liti- 
gant who walks into a rabbinical 
court. “People don't know their 
rights - and if you can’t identify your 
rights, you can’t use them.”

Another recommendation, sup- 
ported by Rabbi Bezalel Zoli. who 
served as Ashkenazi chief rabbi of 
Jerusalem from 1971 until bis death 
in 1982, is to “unlink” property and 
custody issues from the granting of 
the get. He maintained that, since 
the parties do ndt want to live 
together, they should not be forced 
to remain in an unnatural state; the 
get shuuld be granted and the other 
issues Should then be decided. (In 
cases where one of the parties lived 
ouiside Israel, and the other matters 
could not be resolved, he would 
agree to withhold the ger until all 
Matters were settled.) 

Mandelbaum would ulso like to 
see a time limit applied to divarce 
procecdings. “Let there be a two- or 
three-year limit, at the end of which 
time the ger is granted. This would 
limit the extent of the blackmail.”* 

The ultimate solution, says Man- 
delbaum, is to worry about divorce 
before marriage. “If parents would 
sec to it that their children signed a 
well-written pre-nuptial agreement, 
ashored-up version of today’s tradi- 
tional pre-huppa signing ceremony, 
raueh of the pain could be avoided. 
-But no one wants to think about the 
possibility of divorce until the mar- 
riage is in trouble."

LODZ HAD close to a quarter of a 
million Jews before the war, one-

thousand were re-settled in the 
Ghetto from other countries and 
there were still over 60,000 when it

Jews, that the efficiency of the indus- 
try located ut the Ghetto, which 
worked full time for the German war 
effort, would ensure their safety dur- 
ing the war. Morcover,. The Chroni- 
cle registers a certiin amount of 
guess-work, in its reporting of va- 
rious rumours, and its quotations 
from “letters" or “postcards” re- 
ceived fram those already deported. 

The .Chronicle was greatly diffe- 
rent from the Warsaw Ghetto under- 
ground press in that it failed to warn 
of Gestapo duplicity, especially 
when mass <leportation was under 
way. The Chronicle merely reported 
that the deported were “working 
under conditions that are bearable™ 
at the time when the death camp at 
‘Chelmno was working full time. 

But the truth could not be hidden 
for long, especially after the forcible 
evacuation of patients from hospit- 
als. It was clear that deported old 
people and small children could not 
provide a working force. The dread 
of evacuation felt throughout The 
Chronicle indicates that the Jews 
became aware soon cnough of the 
real meaning of “resettlement.” 


ON SEPTEMBER 2, 1942, The 
Chronicle reports: “AlLof yesterday, 
day and ‘night, the populace was 
affected by nightmurish experiences. 
The authorities, have ordered the 
Eldest of the Jews to hand over all 
- those who fled the hospitals and, in 
the end, the number of persons who 
wore to be rounded up for deporta- 
tion soley was set at 200; Conse- 
quently, the Order Service has been 
issued strict orders (Ὁ round up the 
haspital escapees who are in hiding 


or ta Rfrest members of the fanuilics 


if they fail to determine where the 
ry are are hiding. On the tlert, 
the Order Service rounded up more 
thim 200 and the extras were re- 
leased today... Terrified that his 
aged mother would be evacuated, a 
son died of a heart attack and, two 
hours later, (he mother, as ἃ person 
who had qualified for admission to 
the hospital, was taken away by the 
Jewish police. One woman fled the 
hospital the day after having been 
sutured following childbirth (the 
child had been stillborn!), crossed 
over the bridge and. today, died. 
The exact number of victims cannot 
be determined yet: there were those 
who were direct victims of the eva- 
cuation and others who were 
affected indirectly, as well as 
accidental victims. Nurses who tried 
to help patients escape were fired on 
but, fortunately, none were hit.” 
However, on June 28, 1943, The 
Chronicle reports: “Lately, more 
and more messages have been arriv- 
ing here from people who left this 
ghetto in the course of various reset- 
tlements, These are postcards with 
brief messages that indicate that the 
Senders are not facing too badly. At 
any rate, it is a reassuring sign that 


“these people are alive and able to 


work...” 


Tn Chelmno, as in other death 
camps, the SS men forced their vic- 
tims to write postcards to their fami- 
lies; “We're doing well." “We're 
working ‘in the Reich." Yet, on 
Septamber 6, 1943, The Chronicle 


-Teported: “More old shoes hnve 


come into the ghetlo: Twelve freight 
cars had been unloaded as of 
Septeniber 5. The old-shoes ware- 


house will be busy for many months - 


just sorting out this vast quantity. 
Think for a moment of the various 
categories (hat need to be dealt with: 


(1) leather and other shoes; (2) 
‘men's, women's and childron’s 


‘shoes, (3) right shoes.and left shoes; 
(4) whole shocs and half shoes; ῷ 
black shoesand brown shoes. Finally 
~ and this is the hardest job‘of ail - 


Matching pairs haye to be ferieted - 
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out. Considering these mountains of 
second-hand shoes, one can hardly 
believe that such a job is possible..." 
It is difficult to imagine that the 
wriler of such a news item was un- 
aware of the truth, and did not know 
from where all those shoes came. 

‘The inhabitants of the Ghetto had 
been compelled into amost total 
submission by 1U-12 hours a day of 
hard work, and by dreadful living 
conditions. They feared the Ghetto 
“King” Rumkowski, the brutal Ger- 
mans and the Jewish police. And 
ahove all, they were physically and 
spiritually incapacitated by hunger. 
References to it are extremely fre- 
quent. 

On January 20, 1944, The Chroni- 
cle reports: “The bad situation re- 
mains unaltered. The winter sup- 
plies of potatoes and partially rotten 
turnips have been consumed in near- 
ly all households. People are faced 
with the catastrophe of inevitable 
starvation." And, as in the Warsaw 
Ghetto, some people volunteered 
for resettlement for a loaf of bread. 

The Chronicle records daily 
births, deaths, and suicides (which 
accurred most often among Jews 
resettled from the West), It notes a 
peculiarity of the Ghetto: the entire 
ubsence of pets, It offers sketches of 
Gheito life. There is an entry for 
April 22, 1944: “As recently as a few 
months ago there were large garbage 
pits behind the Carpentry Shop on 
Drukarska Street. All the neigh- 
bourhood refuse was dumped there 
...As you approach the area a chok- 
ing, pestilential stench assaults your 
nose. Only a truly god-forsaken 
ghetto could stink like this. Where 
was that horrible smell coming from 
all of a sudden? A swarm of boys, 
armed with spades and picks, bowls 
and small sacks, are burrowing in the 
ground. They dig in like moles, like 
soldiers taking cover; they dig up the 
sand until they reach the garbage, 
and pull something out of the abo- 
minable filth. Horrified, 1 ask a boy: 
‘What are you doing, what are you 
looking for?" Almost glaring, he re- 
plies; ‘What do you care, it's nothing 
you'd be interested in...We're dig- 
ging for potatoes.’ I look at these 
potatoes in horror. Stinking, rotting 
remains from nearby kitchens, from 
the ghetto’s poor households," 


THE GHETTO inhabitants were 
gradually deprived of everything: 
contacts with the outside world, 
electricity, cooking gas, coal, bicy- 
cles, and even musical instruments. 
Tae worst fate awaited those who 
lived in hiding for they were natural- 
ly deprived of their food coupons. 
On Sunday, February 20, 1944, The 
Chronicle notes “one man who was 
ferreted out of his hiding place had 
been living on nothing but ersatz 
coffee for days and, naturally, was 
half starved...Another man was 
found in a soup kitchen that had 
been clased down; he was disco- 
vered in a cauldron, half 
frozen...Many others keep changing 
their hiding places at night. From 
one district to another, one step 
ahead of the patrols. Since all parts 
of the ghetto are interconnected by 
open courtyards and a fabyrinth of 
passageways, the fugitives can evade 
the manhunt Iairly easily. Their 
families, though, cannot hold out in 
the long run; and 30 ‘every day. 
emaciated men, ina state of nervous 
exhaustion, aré turning themselves 
in at Central Prison.,.A hunger 
blockade in the city of hunger... This 


is hunger, to the nth degree."

Pessah. The meager supplies of mat- 
zot are the only visible sign of a 
holiday. In ull likelihood, there is not 
a real Seder plate in any home. Not 
even the wine that the Chairman has 
bestowed upon his Hassidim will 
contribute much to the festive mood 
— the wine is made of Fruit juice. But 
then no one can give more than he 
has." A few days earlier, the 
gravediggers had demanded a third 
bowl of soup a day in return for their 
hard work. 

There were tiny plots of lund 
where the inhabitants attempted to 
grow vegetables. Onions fetched 
huge prices. On August 21, 1943, 
The Chronicle reports: “In every 
strect of the ghetto the same scene is 
played: a visibly ill old man or a frail 
boy crouches in a doorway holding 
iwo or three onion plants in his hand. 
The young plants, as consumptive as 
their vendors, have had to give their 
lives prematurely. A tiny onion, a 
tender little plant with a narrow root 
one cannot really call it an onion: a 
narrow stalk, wilting in the hand of 
its hawker, 1.50 marks for a tiny 
onion...” 


NO REVIEW can convey an adequ- 
ate idea of the enormous mass of 
information provided by The 
Chronicle, which spans the period 
between January 12, 1941 and July 
30, 1944, when the Red Army was 
approaching. It may seem monota- 
nous and repetitive, for ghetto life 
was intensely monotonous and re- 
petitive. But the literary impact of 
the narrative is strong. The reader is 
immersed in Lodz Ghetto reality, 
even though these events occurred 
forty years ago. 

This first English edition of The 
Chronicle is an abridgement though 
an admirable one. Lucjan Dobros- 
zycki, the editor, lived in Lodz till he 
was deported to Auschwitz in 1944. 
His parents and two younger 
brothers perished but he survived. 
He is now senior research assistant 
of Yivo, Institute for Advanced Jew- 
ish Studies in New Haven. He has 
made every effort to preserve the 
authentic original text in translation. 
He has written an extensive intro- 
duction, provided footnotes, seven- 
ty photographs most of them never 
published till now, and four maps. 
He is the author of a number of 
books but there can be little doubt 
that The Chronicle of the Lodz Ghet- 
to is his most important achieve-

IN CLAIMS, Shirley Kaufman's fifth 
collection of poems, we become 
aware of ascope and breadth of view 
which go beyond her previous work, 
already well-known and loved by her 
Jerusalem readers and acelatmed 
abroad. Her mastery and subtlety of 
tone, her faullless rhythms, her wry 
candour, the antenna-like sensitivity 
and precision of assonunce and im- 
agery, are what they nlways were: 
delicate fallen Jacaranda flowers “lie 
where they fall/like pouches of 
shrivelled skin" {‘“Jucaranda”); the 
moon, white even by day, “should 
know better, balancing si 5 like 
a moth that can't stay out of the 
light" ("The Last Judgement"); the 
surface of the Dead floats on its 
warm back, smiling" (“Spring”). 
But there is 4 new dimension, and a 
new architechtonic. And the crystal 
clarity which is the distillation of a 
lifetime's craft. 

Claims is not an anthology, 
though it consists of some sixty sepu- 
Tate short poems. It achieves what 
carly modernism, in its Imagist 
phase, thought impossible: a long 
poem. There is no overt narrative, or 
drama, or central theme of formal 
syminetry to provide a beginning, 
middle and end. Yet it possesses the 
unity of a living ‘organism, its con- 
nective tissue a web of tenuous fine 
threads, loosely, contingently inter- 
woven, never marshalled or ordered 
but meandering, as haphazard and 
Spontaneous as memories, feelings, 
impulses themselves. And there- 
fore, in a phrase from one of the 
poems “xs authentic as anything in 
this improbable world" (“On the 
Way to Moriah"). Just occasionally 
there is a flavour of the arbitrary, of 
the presence of a poem that doesn't 

ite seem to belong. But that onc 
should be able to make such a dis- 
tinction is an index of the tough 
sublerranean coherence of the rest. 

The lyric moments that it captures 
weave back and forth upon a loom of 
time, and space, in a centre of con- 
sciousness that contains, not Whit- 
man’s multitudes, but the jagged, 
poignant fragments of lost worlds: 
the worlds of the parents, back in 
Seattle, Oregon — “untouchable 
doilies, / dark oak smelling of polish, 
and the sun / stopped back of the 
curtains / so the upholstery wouldn't 
fade” (‘Like fear”); of the grandpa~ 
rents in Brest Litovsk, the uncles in 
the faded photographs, “little brown 
ghosts from Poland ’/ in strange 
clothes (“‘Uncles”); of “Aunt Fan in 
a pleated skirt... for whom no one 
was good enough...dabbing ‘White 


Shoulders’ behind her ears / as if 
Vransky were coming” (“Aunt 
Fan") (Who didn't have an Aunt 
Fan? Mine was called, in the softer 
South African dialect, Auntie Fan- 
nie), of those other multitudes re- 
culled on Remembrance Duy, in 
“Lvov, Vilna, Biulystock, plucking 
their kusher chickens, dealing in 
second-hand pants or salt herring,” 
frozen forever like a cinemastill as if 
the autumn of 1939 had never come 
(“As the reel turns”). And, “all the 
way back” of the mythic personae of 
biblical Jerusalem transmuted into 
the quotidian here and now, an in- 
dissoluble presence of the past. 
Many of the most powerful poems 
are telescopic, time-consuming, 
con-consuming. There is an [nterna- 
tional Harp Contest in the City of 
David, Jebusites “as if the air still 
passes / through their sleeves”, in 
Area G. (“City of David" | and I), 
In Deja Vu, Surah and Hagar meet at 
the Dome of the Rock “where Isaac 
wis cut free / at the last minute”.

IMAGES OF constriction abound, 
of great weight — stones on the chest, 
the mind, rocks on the grave of the 
dead soldier ‘to weight him down 
when his spirit gets restless” (“Be- 
tween wars’); stones which “sture at 
the sun without blinking / and when 
they've had enough, make holes in 


‘the sky / so the rain will run down 


their faces" (“Stones”); “All day my 
head spins/ in a great hollow. Hold- 
ing it up" (“The dome”). It is a 
effort to reach for the air, the light: 
“T need to be held to the light / like 
the blue glass of Hebron” (“Levita- 
tion"). But the self is, in its sen- 
suous, tenacious grip, indomitable. 
“History is what we chouse / to 
remember, peeling the present from 
its skin like ἃ ripe orange, / juice on 
our fingers.” Jerusalem, therefore, 
is a melon: 

When you slice it in half, 

the seeds fall out of the little pink 

tub in the center 

and it smells like Solomon's tem- 

ple. 


So you eat it. 


And you make what you can of 
things as they are, “in praise of our 
bodies on the bed.” 

The sequence begins and ends 
with a lyric of the seasons, ‘Jacaran- 
da, Autumn Crocus,” the tree 
“making us look again,” the crocus 
saying for a moment, Look! But the 
poems do not trace out a consolatory 
cycle of natural decay renewal, 
There is a subtle sorrow of disso- 
nance between the world thatis alive 

- “the sky leans on its elbow / smil- 
ing (“Levitation”) — and the human 
bodies that are alive only until they 
are no longer alive, between “the 
sweet crop swelling / and the failing 
heart” (“Proximities"). The poems’ 
trajectory curves through space and 
time in a present, ἃ presence, that is 
ἃ perpetual compassion for that 
whick is always too soon or too late, 
like the new-born orphaned fawn 
“trying to keep its bones together’ 
(“Fawn”) or the dying mother, 
whose “shiny knuckles are lighter 
than anything she held,” recalling an 
unborn child (“After so little”). 

These are ms only a woman 
could have written; delicate sensitive 
life runs through them, like the river 
the rain made in her mother's ribs 
.“on which her sad heart drifted’ 
(“The distance”). They have adepth 
and resonance, and a cool iridesc- 
ence, that live in the mind long after 
the book is closed. Born in America, 
Shirley Kaufman is truly ἃ poet of 
Jerusalem now.
